Rumor Had It Theat Cannon House

The report leaked out from official 
ecurces yesterday that the nine al- 
feged safe crackers arrested in the 
Cannon house last Thursday composed a 
gang, ©r were members of a gang, who 
were in Atlanta for the purpose of dy- 
Mamiting the United States penitentiary, 
an south Atlanta, for the purpose of lib- 
‘erating certain members of this gang 
who are now confined in the institution, 
“nd members of other gangs Who are 
‘Serving sentences at this same prison for 
highway robbery and the holding up of 
trains in the west. 

The report has it that the men arrested 
Bre believed to have come to Atlanta 
principally for the purpose of making a 
delivery from the federal prison of some 
of their pals, and that they found out 
that other men were here for the pur- 
pose of freeing, by similar means, sev-~ 
eral of the real bad men _ who are serv- 
ing time for highway and express rob- 
beries. Tne report has it that there is 
also at least one woman who has Deen 
aiding in the work of making this de- 
livery, for the purpose of rescuing her 
husband, who is now a prisoner. 

Warden Moyer, of the federal prison, 
when asked regarding the report, said 
that he could not make any statement, 
although he admitted that one of his 
guards had been fired on a short time be- 
fore the men were arrested, and had re- 
turned thig fire, and that previous to this 
enother guard had fired on two men who 
were about the institution shortly after 
midnight. 


Defensivs Steps Taken. : 


The warden, when asked as to Wheth- 


er any preparations had been made in| 


the way of preventing such an attack, 
atated that every precaution had been 
taken for any such attempt, and that 
every possible argangement had been 
taken to make fhe outside sentry 
vice of the pentientiary so perfect as to 
make it cost the life of any unknwon 
man who tried *p get within 200 yards 
of the prison night or at any other 
time,

Moyer also stated that Harry 
of the nine men arrested in 
the gang, had been liberated from the 
federal prison about January 20. While 
serving his sentence he had the reputa- 
tion of being a good prisoner, so far as 
his conduct in the institution Wag con- 
cerned. It was after his liberation that 
an attempt was made to shoot Officer 
Lee, one of the outside sentries On duty 
at the prison, aod that this fire came 
from the darkness beyond the big circle 
of eléctric arc lamps which light up the 
federal reservation for several hundred 
yards from the building where the pris- 
oners are confined. 

Warden Moyer also stated that it was 
believed that there were two prisoners 
now in the institution who belonged to 
teis same gang, some of the members 
of which were arrested at the Cannon 
house last Thursday. 

As to the inmates in the federal prison, 
it is known that they include members 
of some of the most noted gangs which 
were for years the terror of the western 
country. 

To Blow Prison OpenP 


According to report, some of the mem- 


bers of the gang recently arrested were | 


in Atlanta for the purpose of effecting 
some entrance to the big institution, for 
the purpose of liberating their pals, in 
fee long terms of service. As the United 
Stated penitentiary is built along the most 
acientific lines tor the prevention of any 
escape, ft ts believed that tke intention 
of the gang was to blow up some por- 
tion of the big cell block with nitro- 
glycerine or gun cotton, and take 
chances On ifmerating the prisoners they 
were after, even if the explosion necessi- 
tated the killing of some of the prisoners 
ofe the institution, a= well as the guards 
and officials on duty, and those who sleep 
in the prison while “ff duty, 

It is belleved that Harry Swain, who 
was liberated but a few weeks ago, Jan- 
aary 20 was relied upon to give sucn 
information concerning the celis of those 
-men whom they wanted to liberate that 
this explosion would be confined to a 
part of the building farthest away from 
the cells occupied by those for whom the 
attempt wes to be made. It would seem 
that this would necessitate considerable 
risk of killing some of the very men 
they ‘wanted to Ifberate, but the boldness 
ami daring of the entire scheme indicate 
that great risks were not consid¢red in 
the planning of the attempt and that the 
would-be rescuers were willing to take 


long chances and rely on luck and their | 


knowledge of how to use some fearful 
explosive to the best possible effect. 
Desperate Character of Gang. 
The report further shows that the mem- 
bers of this gang who attempted to make 
the rescue, have been carefully laying 
their plans and that if some safes were 
cracked open near Atlanta, jt was sim- 
ply for the puTpose of providing the 
means ‘for carrying out the one great 
ocasion for the gathering of the gang 
for the purpose of making the greatest 
prison delivery ever known.

Mr. How- 
ell declared. ‘“‘Are you. good democrats 
of Mongomery county willing to com- 
mit. yourselves to any such proposition 
as that?

Mr. Howell surprised his hearers by 
calling to their attention a recently pub- 
lished statement from the offge of the 
state school commissioner showing that 
Since the agitation of this disfranchise- 
ment proposition was begun the negroes 
had evidently regarded it almost as a 
promise to them that they should enjoy 
the ballot if they would equip themselves 
with an education, for there has within 
the school year been an-increase of 20 
per cent in the attendance of the negro 
schools throughouf the state. 

Senator’ Tillman had stated that prac- 
tically one-third of the white people of 
South Carolina were disfranchised as 
a result of the disfranchisement law 
adopted by that state. Mr. Howell pro- 
diiced .thé téstimony f Senator Money, 
of Missigsippi, and thers to. show. that 
Georgia new hes the. best disfranghise- 
ment law of any state in the south, 
placed in thé constitution of the state by 
General Toombs, the cumulative poll tax 
feature of which, together with the deni- 
ocratic primary, more effectually does 
away with the negro in politics than 
any disfranchisement luw ever enacted 
by any other state. 

Georgia Has Complete White Su- 
premacy. 

All the testimony, declured Mr. Howell, 
points clearly to the proof that Georgia 
now has better and more complete white 
supremacy than any other state in the 
south. | 

Mr. Howell spoke of Mr. Smith’s 
mer opposition to disfranchisement and 
his flop to his present view of it to bring 
himself into accord with Tom Watson, 
the leading enemy of the democratic 
party. There is not a plank in his plat- 
form that he has not been on both sides 
of some three or four times in the last 
six years, Mr. Howell said. amidst laugn- 


for- 


ter and anplause. 

Mr. Howell spoke of the Sibley letter 
and his reply, showing indisputably that 
he could have had the support of Tom 
Watson had he chosen to surrender his 
convictions on the disfranchisement prap- 
osition to get it. His recital of the ap- 
pointments of negroes to clerical. positions 
by Hoke Smith while secretary of the 
interior, as shown by the. records of that 
department, was listenéd to with close 
attention. 

“I am willing that any impartial com- 
mittee be appointed to go to Washington 
and investigate the records with regard 
to these matters,’’ Mr. Howell said, ‘‘and 
if they do not find everything I have 
said @bout these negro appointments !s 
absolutely true I'l! not only pay the 
expenses of the committee, but IIi—get 
out of the race tor governor. I have 
made this proposition on every stump in 
Georgia, wherever I have sproken, and 
not one word has ever been heard from 
them with regard to taking it up.’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

Ovation for Mr. Howell. 

Mr. Howell discussed the other issues 
and questions involved in the campaign 
along the usual lines, and at the con- 
clusion of his address was given an ova- 
tion of applause and congratulations. 

This afternoon Mr. Howell was driven 
over to Ailey by some friends, and there 
he met more of the democratic voters 
of Montgomery county. There also, as 
here. those who have herétofore been 
counted in the neutral column gave him 
earnest assurances of cooperation and 


support.

CONTEST BEGUN 
AGAINST LEGARE 


Negro Attempting To Unseat 
Congressman From South 
Carolina. 


Washington, March 5.—House election 
committee No. | begun hearings today in 
the Legare-Prioleau election contest for 
the seat in the house from the first 
South Carolina district. James H. Stew- 
art, attorney for Aaron P. Prioleau, the 
negro who is attempting to unseat 
Representative George 8. Legare, opened 
the case with a view of the charges 
against Legare’s campaign managers. He 
alleged that the system of voting was 
illegal; that legal ballots were kept from 
the ballot boxes, and that the South 
Carolina constitution of 1895 limiting the 
right of suffrage was unconstitutional, 
Stewart denieg the allegation of Legare’s 
supporters that Prioleau was not the regu- 
lar nominee of the republicans and 
charged that an attempt was made to 
mob Prioleau because he announced him- 
self as.a candidate for congress. He 
also charged that Prioleau, who was a 
mail clerk, had to shut himself in a 
mail car to avoid the mob at Eutawville, 
S Cc. and was falsely chargeq with 
robbing the mails and convicted. 

w. A. Holman and M. Rutledge Riv- 
ers appeared for Legare. Mr. Holman 
defended the South Carolina constitution, 


saying it contains an educational qualifi- 


cation for voters, which is enforced 
against blacks ang whites alike. Mr. 
Rivers denounced as absurd the charge 
that an attempt was made to mob 
Prioleau and said it was based merely 
on hearsay. He reviewed the prosecution 
of Prioleau for robbing the mails. and 
said he was convicted by a jury on 
which two negroes sat. 

This conviction, he said, would explain 
the small vote for Prioleau. 

The opinion held that the peninsula and 
adjacent islands @re a part of the terri- 
tory of Louisiana.

A man of infinite loveableness, 
tactful but direct; ‘kind but inflexible 
where dtity and honor were involved; 
an tinusual combination of dreamer| 
and incisive man of affairs: a wit 
that was never touched with venom, 
a smile that won the hearts of men 
and of little children—such were the 
qualities that graced the personality 
of Livingston Mims. They explain 
the hold that he had on the respect 
and affection of all classes of people 
in Atlanta; and they tell in simple 
eloquence the reason for the uni- 
versal grief over his passing. 

In his characteristics were ex- 
pressed the best and the brighest 
qualities of that era which ended 
with. the, last ‘chapters’ of the civil 
war, in fine amalgam with the traits 
which have marked southern man- 
hood in its triumph over the adverse 
conditions that formed the hard her- 
itage of that strife.’ Long before the 
divergence of the sections reached a 
critical phase, he had established a 
record for unusual ability and for his 
well-known grace of personality. 
Admitted to the bar in Jackson.

Major Mims’ unusual and forceful 
traits made themselves speedily felt 
in his local career.

merce has experienced in this sec- 
tion. He was, in many instances, the) 
court of last resort on difficult and 
intricate technical points, filling the 
role of arbiter with a grace, tact and 
ability that largely explains his pro- 
fessional success and his personal 
popularity. 

As president of the Capital City 
Club almost continuously since its 
organization, Major Mims gained a 
réputation of national scope. It has 
fallen to his lot to preside at the en. 
tertainment of many of the most dis. 
tinguished public men of America. 
Each and all of them carried away 
an impression of rare courtliness, of 
wit blended with keen and widely 
comprehensive intellect; of broad hu- 
man sympathies and of a chivalry 
the more remarkable for its mingling 
with the strong , practicality of the 
modern viewpoint. 

He was never too actively en. 
gaged in his personal or professiona! 
affairs to lend his influence to the 
upbuilding of Atlanta. He has partic- 
ipated in all movements looking to 
the development of the city, with a 
fine acmumen and an infectious en-' 
thusiasm. It is in this field that he 
will be sadly missed, no less than in 
his personal or official capacities, 
His two years’ administration as 
mayor of this city is sufficiently re- 
cent to necessitate no recountal of 
its success from the standpoint of 
civic advancement .and of individual 
integrity.

The Threatened Advance in Shoes. 

The National Shoe Wholesalers’ 
Association, which met in Boston a 
few weeks ago, by formal resolution 
expressed the view that the price of 
shoes will have to be raised in the 
near future, unless the tariff on hides 
is removed. The National Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers’ Association, 
which met more recently in New 
York, took the same view. This is 
not alone the eastern view, for dele 
gations to Washington this year to 
ask for the removal of the ruinous 
duty included shoe manufacturers 
from Illinois, Missouri, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. This is a national issue, 
not only as regards the consumer, but 
as regards the location of the indus. 
try affected. 

Ex-Governor Douglas, of Massa- 
chusetts, well known as a large man- 
ufacturer of shoes, succinctly present 
ed the tariff situation from the stand- 
point of that protesting industry 
when he said: 

The hide duty adds abouf seven cents 
a pair to the cost of producing the grade 
of shoes I manufacture, I also wish to 
make it quite plain to the public. that, 
while an increase of but 7: cents in the 
cost of manufacture of a pair of $3.50 
shoes may seem a small and unimport- 
ant matter, that amount represents more 
than the net profit of the average man- 
ufacturer. To put $2,250,000 into 
the treasury of the United States as the 
result of the duty upon hides, we put 
about $7,000,000 of unnecessary tariff 
profit in the hands of the beef and 
leather trusts. This puts an iniquitous 
tax upon the sole-leather industry of 
about $10,000,000, and disables that in- 
dustry in its fight for the markets of the 
world. 

The duty on hides benefits nobody 
but the butchers, which, abstractly 
Speaking, is to say the packing house 
trust. The pretext for putting a hide 
duty on the tariff schedule was ‘o 
protect the farmers from the cheap 
hides of South America. This, theo 
retically, seems rather logical, but in 
practical experience the man who 
raises the cattle gets no benefit from 
the tariff on hides. The benefit goes 
to the packing house trust’ which con. 
trols the American hide market. 
Even with the tariff to discourage 
importation, about one-fourth of the 
hides used in this country are im 
ported. With the removal of the tar- 
iff, foreign hides would enter this 
country freely enough to cause genu- 
ine competition in hides, resulting in 
a reduction that would be felt by no 
one but the beef trust, on that side 
of the market, while every shoe man. 
ufacturer and dealer in leather goods 
would get the benefit, which, of 
course, would be handed on to the 
consuming public in the shape of 
cheaper. footgear. 

The president of the National Boot 
and Shoe Manufacturers’ Association 
is quoted as saying that an increase 
of 28 per cent in the cost of the raw 
material has been accompanied by an 
increase of 25 per cent in the cost of 
labor. Since the cost of labor is gov. 
erned by the cost of living, and since 
there is not the slightest prospect of 
a reduction in the cost of living, the 
leather manufacturers have no re- 
eourse but to advance the price of 
tteir manufactured product, unless 
congress comes to their rescue by 
taking the duty off hides. 

It ds not believed that a stand-pat 
congress will make any concession in 
favor of the shoe manufacturers— 
the dictum has gone forth that the 
sacred Dingley act is not to be tam- 
pered with in the slightest particular, 
This being. the case, the consumer 


will be given an impressive tariff ob-| 


ject lesson when he finds from 25 to 
50 cents added to the price of the

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DISFRANCHISEMENT TALK 
HARMFUL TO THE STATE 


(From The Savannah Morning News.) 

The more the people think about it the 
more clearly +they. see it would be a 
mistake to disfranchise the negroes, If 
there were need for disfranchisement to 
secure white supremacy a different ques- 
tion would be presented, but there is no 
need for it. That this is true is shown 
by the fact that there was no demand 
for it before the beginning, of the gu- 
bernatorial campaign. The people didn’t 
think white supremacy was threatened. 
They were not apprehensive of negro 
domination in the state or in any county, 
The poll tax requirement and the white 
democratic primary was safeguarding 
white supremacy satisfactorily. 

Why, then, was the disfranchisement 
issue sprung? Was it not simply because 
it was thought it would be popu‘ar—that 
it would be a vote geiter? It certainly 
looks so. If the negroes were organiz- 
ing and trying to get the offices in any 
of the counties, or if they were trying 
to get control of the legislature, it would 
by easy to understand why their dis- 
franchisement was made an issue, but as 
there was none of these things the con- 
clusion seems inevitable that there were 
reason, besides those given, for bringing 
it into the campaign. 


Paralyzing Labor Market. 

But -do not those who present that is- 
sue assume a very great responsibility? 
In the first place it is almost certain 
that the agitation of it is disorganizing 
the labor of the state, Farmerg are find- 
ing it impossible to get all the ‘aborers 
they want, and as the agitation goes 
on this difficulty is certain to increase. 
It sfirs up race feeling and that in- 
fluences’ the negroes to Jeave their homes 
‘and, go. to the towns or to the northern 
states. It is true that their places may 
be taken by white laborers, but it will 
be years before the latter will supply 
the labor demand, and it is by no means 
certain that white laborers wi!l be satis- 
factory. 

We have pointed out time and, time 
and time again that the negro cannot be 
legally disfranchised without disfranchis- 
ing thousands of white men, unless what 
is called the grandfather clause is 
adopted, and it is practically certain 
that disfranchisement by that’ method

gained by jt? We.have white supremacy 
now, and it is. secure, It is obtained by 
methods. adopted under the advice of 
some of the. wisest. statesmen Georgia 


since they give us. white supremacy? We 
cannot get any more by means of negre 
disfranchisement, and disfranchisement 
means th: introduction of many evils.

The Bath iron works is one of the great- 
est shipbuilding conmterns in the. world, 
and Mr. Hyde is famous in that indus- 
try, being at the head of his company. 

The battle ship Georgia was launched 
some months ago, the governor and dis- 
tinguished Georgians, as well as officials 
of the United States in great ‘numbers, 
being present on’ that occasion. 

At present there are 1,006 men at work 
on the vessel, getting it in readiness for 
the trial trip, which will be made in 
April. If the ship proves_satisfactory 
On that trip, it will receive the final fin- 
ishing touches, and constitute thereafter 
a part of the American navy. 

It is the custom, when a war vessel is 
named for a’ state, that it be put in 
commission in*the ‘waters of that. State, 
provided this can be done. The Georgia 
will probably be brought to Brunswick, 
or perhaps Savannah, early in the fall 
(it will not be entirely complete in every 
detail, even if accepted, until August). 

It will then. be put in commission in 
Georgia waters, and’ the officers and crew 
detailed to the big ship will be formally 
put in charge of her. Governor Terrell 
hopés to make this a great and memor- 
able military occasion, and, it is proba- 
ble, thousands of civilians will also g0 
down to see the big vessel which bears 
the name of the Empire State of the 
South, 


It is expected that the $17,800 to pay 
the pension deficit, recently offered to 
the governor, will be deposited in an At- 
lanta bank today, or tomorrow, at any 
rate. It will not be placed in the state 
treasury for several reasons, among which 
is fhe law which would compe! the state 
treasurer to retain the money until the 
legislature had appropriated it. 

The method of getting the money to 
the unpaid veterans and widows will be 
very similar to that used when there is 
no money in a county treasury and jury 
scrip ig discounted by a private citizen, 
though, in this case, of course, there will 
be no discount charged. 

The governor will issue the warrants 
to pay the pensions 
and Pension Commissioner Lindsay will 
then say, in effect, “‘The state has no 
funds to cash these warrants, but a pri- 
vate citizen has authorized me to take 
them up for him.” 

Then, when the legislature meets again, 
an appropriation will be made for paying 
these warrants out of the state funds, 
so that the citizen who advances the 
money will he reimbursed, 

The single condition upon which the 
money was advanced was that the name 
of the party thus enabling the state to 
meet_the deficit should never be divulged. 
The governor has maintained the strict- 
est silence in regard to the identity of 
the generous and patriotic citizen, who is 
said to be himself a confederate veteran.

His Coming To Atlanta. 


When twenty-three years ago the 
citigens of Atlanta realized the necessity 
of an organization where social life 
might have some concentrated medium, 
and the Capital City Clue had come to 
be, Major Mims purchased the present 
family residence, which at that time was 
‘almost a mile beyond what might have 
been calle@ the residence portion of the

At that time he had but recently made

Major Mims as Host.

ferson Davis, he escorted him to the 
club that the latter might inscribe his 
name on the register, the incident wit- 
nessed and described with graphic sweet- 
ness at the time by the immortal Henry 
time bythe immortal Henry Grady, who, 
with Mr. Davis, had assisted at the un- 
veiling of the Ben Hill monument. 

It was Major Mims who extended the 
club’s welcome to Grover Cleveland on 
his first and memorable visit here, wher 
the club gave its first large entertain- 
ment, and it was he who bowed over 
the hand of Mrs. Benjamin Harrison 
when welcoming her to the club as the 
wife of the nation’s president. 

It was he who electrified with his pow-

Passed Away Early Yes- 
lerday Morning, 


TO HOLO FUNERAL SERVICES 
AT THE RESIDENCE TODAY 


The Entire City Pays Loving Trib- 
ute to the Memory or One of 
Atlanta’s Most Loved Sons. 
Sketch of His Life and 
Notable Career. 


Major Livingston Mims died yesterda; 
morning at 3 o'clock at his residence, 
comer Peachirece street and Ponce 
Ifon avenue, after an illness of a littie 
more than a week. Death resulted from 
diabetes. 

Few Atlantans have been loved by the 
people as Major Mims was loved. He 
was a favorite among all classes. The 
passing away of the charming raconteur, 
the brave old soldier, the kindly hearted 
cavalier, the former mayor, and the man 
who was for twenty years Atlanta man- 
@ger of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, and for twenty years presi- 
dent of the Capital City Club, will cause 
deep sorrow in Atlanta, at. the homes of 
both rich and poor. 

Major® Mims had been seriously ill for 
little more than a week. Last Thurs- 
day his condition became so dangerous 
that it was theught he could not live 
through the night. Friday morning, how- 
ever. he rallied, and it was believed that 
possibly his remarkable constitution 
would aid him in winning the fight 
against the disease. Saturday, however, 
he was weaker and this condition con- 
tinued through Sunday. 

While it was then realized that his 
death was approaching. it was the belief 
of his family that he would last for sev- 
eral days longer. Early yesterddy morn- 
ing it became apparent that death was 
near at hand. At his bedside were his 
family and his physicians, Drs. A. W. 
Calhoun, Willis F. Westmoreland and

Often laws forgthe protection of 
the poor of which they have never heard 
can be invoked for their protection. And 
by ndé®means least of all. a visitor sup- 
plies cheerfulness, and a topic of con- 
versation In the home life. - 

But a visitor can do nothing without 
becoming a friend, and what he can do 
is comprehended within the best mean- 
ing of that word. He should never at- 
tempt to use his influence’ until he 
has it.
